Candidates use faith inappropriately, 


says local ecumenical conference

SAN DIEGO—Membership. in a 
particular religion should not be used 
as a qualification for holding public 
office, said officials of the San 
Diego Ecumenical Conference. 


In a statement adopted unan- 
imously by the Ecumenical Con- 
ference Board of Directors it was 
stated that there has been an 
“increasing sense of unease with 
canidates who use faith inappro- 
priately by stressing their ‘relation- 
ship to Jesus Christ’ or their ‘born 
again’ status in campaign appear- 
ances and printed literature.” 


SOUND LEADERSHIP can be 
provided by Christians, Jews, 
Buddhists, or non-believers, said Jim 
Mishler, executive director, during a 
press conference held last week atthe 
downtown headquarters 


“What we do need, however, are 
officeholders and candidates who 
exhibit the requisite moral qualities — 
honesty, fairness, openess, mercy, 
and a sense of justice and equality,” 
said Mishler. 


“Our anticipation is, of course, that 
candidates who are identified as 
Christian will seek foremost to stress 
the importance of honesty, justice 
and fairness. 

“THERE ARE POLITICIANS hoping 
to get a fairly good wallop of votes by 
advertising their religion,” said 
Charles Ballinger, chairman of the

Redistribution of priests 
The Vatican Congregation for 
the Clergy releases a document 
calling for the redistribution of 
clergy to priest-poor areas.

“The public ought to be cautious 
about advertising of religion,” said 
Ballinger. 


“We feel that at the current time 
‘born again’ has become an empty, 
hollow phrase as it has been applied 
to political campaigns,” said Mishler. 


“WE URGE REGISTERED voters in 
the Christian community, and in the 
larger community as well, to go 
beyond the religious slogans and the 
‘charts of righteousness’ to see 
whether the candidates for public 
office have a deep committment to 
those essential civic and = moral 
qualities that will guarantee better 
governing and government in the 
future. 


“The intensity of religious 
advertising has increased in the last 
four years and has become a public 
issue,” said Ballinger but he did not 
name any particular candidates. 


All local candidates on the 
upcoming election ballot will be sent a 
copy of the statement on the use of 
Christianity as a qualification for 
holding public office adopted by the 
Ecumenical Conference, added 
Ballinger.

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Barrio medical clinic provides 
care for Hispanic community

SAN DIEGO—The Sixties were a 
decade of turmoil and social revolt. In 
the barrio of Southeast San Diego a 
feisty 59-year-old was leading. a 
revolution of her own. 

‘Laura Rodriguez was determined to 
establish a free medical clinic to 
replace the one torn down to make 
way for new freeways. 


WHEN A LOCAL neighborhood 
house—which provides social 
services for the poor Mexican- 
American community —was going to 
be turned into administrative offices, 
Mrs. Rodriguez “got very angry.” They 
had lost their clinic and now stood to 
lose their neighborhood house. 


In an attempt to keep the 
neighborhood house open, a group of 
residents organized by Mrs. Rodri- 
guez met with city officials and 
representatives of the United Way for 
three months. The talks failed. 


~ “We decided to have a takeover. A 
lot of us stayed outside the building all 
night. In the morning we wouldn't let 
anybody. inside. It wasn’t legal what we 
did. The police weren't called because 
of the bad publicity. The director (of 
the neighborhood house) said we 
would go away.” 


THE PROTESTERS did not leave as 
he predicted and the building was 
abandoned. 

“All this was happening during 
the time when free clinics were very 
popular. That’s when | met Dick 


Weiss. He helped me make -some 
contacts with Mercy Hospital which 
was interested in helping us.” 


Two physicians from Mercy 
Hospital manned the clinic for two 
hours two nights a week and a worker 
from the Public Employment Program 
(a federal program to east unemploy- 
ment) organized patient care. 


“NEWS of the clinic spread by word- 
of-mouth. The services were free. 
Some of the people who came in for 
medical help would give 50 cents or a 
dollar, whatever they could.” 


Another PEP employee, Tony 
Valencia, brought about the. turning 
point of the clinic with his ideatoraise 
funds by staging “An Evening With the 
Stars.” It has been an annual event 
since 1972. Today, Valencia is 
president of the Mexican-American 
Foundation, a major charitable 
fundraising organization in San Diego 
of which the Chicano Community 
Health Center is the principal 
beneficiary. 


SINCE 1969 the clinic has grown to 
include a bilingual staff of seven 
doctors, six dentists, four nurses, and 
an administrative staff of 30 persons. 
Volunteer services are provided by 12 
doctors. 


About 1,500 patients receive 
medical treatment at the center each 
month. There are optometry, speech 
and hearing, pediatric, pre-natal and 
general medical clinics. There is also 
an educational clinicin which parents 
are taught preventive care, hygiene 
and other useful information. 


“They are frightened and very sick. 
They need to know we'll dothe best we 
can totake care ofthem. Wesee lots of 
people that can’t pay but no one walks 
out of here without medicine or care.” 


FRIENDLY CHAT — Bishop Leo T. Maher takes a few moments from a busy 
schedule to visit with some Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet of the 
Western Province in his diocesan office.

WASHINGTON —A three-year study which may 
prompt minor changes in the way the Mass is 
celebrated in the United States has reached the end 
of its first phase with the approval of a 175-page 
document covering current celebration of the Mass.

BOLZANO, Italy—An Italian priest-worker was 
suspended from all priestly functions in mid-July 
after refusing to resign a city political post. He 
represents the New Left political party on the city 
council. 


PETERBOROUGH, Ontario —The Ontario council 
of the Catholic Women’s League urged at its annual 
convention that Ontario’s Provincial Benefits Act 
should provide assistance to single fathers on the 
same basis as single mothers, who as separated, 
widowed, divorced, deserted or unmarried women, 
can receive a monthly allowance permitting them to 
remain at home and care for children. 


TORONTO — The Catholic and Baptist churches 
are open to starting international dialogue but 
officials are proceeding cautiously, according to 
information presented to the general meeting of the 
Baptist World Alliance in Toronto. 


WASHINGTON —The president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, has decried the recent coup 
in Bolivia, calling it a “tragic rejection of the 
democratic process.” 


TUCSON, Ariz. —All 13 Salvadorans who died in 
the Arizona desert over the July 4 weekend were 
victims of exposure, according to the Pima County 
medical examiner, who said there was no evidence 
of strangulation or rape.

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Vatican seeks to redistribute 
clergy to priest-poor areas — 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—In a docu- 
ment released July 22 by the 
Congregation for the Clergy, the 
Vatican ordered all bishops’ con- 
ferences to set up two commissions: 
“one for the better distribution of the 
clergy and another for the missions.” 

To highlight the problem of priest- 
rich vs. priest-poor countries the 
document gave some current 


' statistics. Among these were: 


— There are 16 priests per 100,000 
Catholics in Latin America, while North 
America (the United States and 
Canada) has 120 per 100,000. 


Compulsive gambling rises 


NEW YORK (NC) —Compulsive 
gambling has devastating family 
consequences and is rising in direct 
proportion to the number of states — 


44 at present —that have or plan to. 


legalize gambling, according to Msgr. 
Joseph A. Dunne, a New York police 
chaplain and founder of the National 
Council on Compulsive Gambling. 


The biggest problem, said the 
priest, is that the compulsive gambler 
is often unseen and undetected. As 
with alcoholism, a growing number of 
compulsive gamblers are women, he 
said. 4 

IN 1971 Msgr. Dunne designed the 
Gamblers Anonymous program of the 
council, using a 12-step program 
similar to Alcoholics Anonymous. 


The chaplain estimates that there 
are at least six million compulsive 
gamblers in the United States. Those 
who suffer from the illness are usually 


_ very quiet about it. 


They are busy “working out the 
odds, raising more money, sweating 
out bets and possibly trying to stay out 
of jail,” he said. They are far from 
happy. : 

“THEY ARE the people in your office 
with credit numbers at the bookies, 
‘who are absent from work or out atthe 
track at night without knowledge of 
their employers or families,” he said 
in-an interview.

‘Religion has no chance’ in China, 


Says priest who toured nation 


OAKLAND, Calif. (NC)—‘“It would 
take_a miracle to convert China to 
Christianity,” said a retired priest of 
the San Francisco archdiocese who 
recently returned from a 19-day tour 
of that communist nation. 


“Religion has no chance,” said the 
priest, Father George E. Moss. “There 
can be no proselytizing. Only atheism, 
which is the state religion, can be 
preached.” 


THE RECENT concession by the 
government of Premier Hua Guofeng 
permitting Chinese Christians to 
participate in public worship services 
is only a “gesture,” Father Moss said in 


an interview. The Chinese know that. 
the government can take away their 


limited freedom of religion at any 
time, he added. 


The form of Catholicism that the 
government allows to function is 
outdated by more than 15 years, 
Father Moss said. “It’s almost as if 
Vatican II never happened.” 


He attended Mass one Sunday at 
the Cathedral. of. the Immaculate 
Conception in Beijing. “The priest was 
dressed inthe old-fashioned 


vestments,” he Said. “The Tridentine 
Mass (the rite in use from the 16th 
century. until 1969) was celebrated. 
As is customary in the traditional 
liturgy, the Mass was said in Latin and 
the priest -had his back to the 
congregation during the whole 
service. It was Sunday, but there was 
no homily because homilies ar2 a 
form of proselytizing, the government 
has ruled.” 


ABOUT 600, mosily older, Chinese 
attended the Mass. Father Moss noted 
that the people who attend Mass 
publicly are giving up chances of 
being promoted in their jobs and are 


risking the-loss° of educational 
‘opportunities for their children.

When | first began hearing of him, it 
was as a tough, intelligent, by-the- 
book ecclesiastical administrator.

It shows a 
respect for church authority which is 
not at all obsequious, which is nota 
matter of concern for his own 
reputation and influence. 

While respecting authority and the 


tradition of the church, there is also an 
attention to the needs and problems 


of each person, a recognition that all 


that exists in the church takes its 
ultimate meaning from the task of 
revealing God to individual human 
beings wherever they are in their 
thinking and emotions.

Obviously, this creates a tension, a 
tug-of-war, within a sensitive, 
intelligent church leader. Fidelity to 
the church (which we understand as 
the Lord’s presence in the community 
of His followers) makes demandsona 
bishop which might conflict with the 
aspirations and needs of very sincere 
people. 


RESPONDING TO the desires and 
insights of one group can cause hurt 
and anger in others. 


Such tension can produce anxiety, 
anger, insecurity and fear in a 
conscientious bishop. It can also 
produce arrogance and insensitivity. 


But in the best Catholic style of 
leadership, which | found present in 
Cardinal Dearden, there is a

This is the first anniversary of our 
last swimming lesson. Rejoice with 
me. A year ago now | came home and 
suggested we burn a swimming towel 
in celebration. Instead, my. newly- 
graduated swimmer wanted to go 
swimming. My spouse didn’t 
understand my screech. 

| had driven to swimming lessons 
for 14 straight years. Only three 
children. How could that be? 


WELL, FOOLISHLY, | was a typical 
pushy mother of first child and 
enrolled our eldest at four. She had a 
good time paddling around for three 
years before she decided there might 
be some merit in learning to swim. | 
enrolled our second at six and our 
third at seven a few years later. 


All of them are good swimmers.

They better be. Swimming lessons 
have to be the pits for mothers in the 
summer. First of all, if there are two or 
more children, the unwritten law is 
that their lessons are never held at the 
same time..We have a choice of 
spending our summer at the pool or 
spending it driving between home and 
the pool. | chose the former. 


That meant | came armed with 
books, notepads, sewing, and/or 
lunch, depending on the hour(s) of 
the lessons. It also meant that the 
child who was waiting for or had just 
completed his class was aggrieved at 
having to wait a half hour or more 
dripping wet and shivering, or for 
having to wait dry because it was hot 
and steamy in there. Neither seemed 
to notice that Mom waited either way. 


SECONDLY, it meant that if | came 
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Palm Beach, Florsheim, 
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Mission Square Shopping Center, Oceanside 
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Ocean Beach, El Cajon, Carlsbad 
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armed with books etc., the child knew . 


| wasn’t watching him always, an 


occupational hazard reserved . 


for mothers in the summer. 


Thirdly, there was the problem of 
whether to sign up for lessons at the 
outdoor pool and be cancelled half the 
season, or at the indoor Olympic sized 
sauna. At first we elected the outside. 
So did the wind, low temperatures, 
and thunderclouds. Finally, we 
learned and signed up for indoor 
lessons. 


Then there’s the trauma of 
swimming categories and tests. 
Classes come in. many. castes: 
beginner, intermediate beginner, 
advanced beginner, beginning 
intermediate, and so on. Overlaying 
these is a curious structure of 


amphibious nature: tadpole, frog, lily 


pad, and the like. It is agreat trauma if 
a child is placed in the intermediate 
beginner class while a friend the same 
age lands in the beginning interme- 
diate. 


PLACEMENT is determined by the 
end of the season swimming test. I’ve 
wiped up tears on those who didn’t 
quite survive the cut because their 
sidestroke was wide and I’ve cut down 
those who did survive it because they 
were making life miserable for those 
who didn’t. Allin asummer’s lifetime. 


But now ours can all swim, alleluia. 
As |’ve written before, they also left me 
alone in the shallow end of the pool, so 
along the way, | also learned how to 
swim. But it was hard as an adult. 
There was nobody sitting on the 
sidelines to whom | could call, - 
“Watch me, kids!’

Q: Can | still gain indulgences? 


A: In his revision of indulgences 
(Jan. 1, 1968), Pope Paul VI stated: “It 


is a divinely revealed truth that sin- 


brings punishment inflicted by God’s 
sanctity and justice. 


“These must be expiated either in 
this earth through the sorrows and 
miseries and calamities of this life 
and above all through death or else in 
the life beyond through fire and 
torments or purifying punishments... 


“Following in the footsteps of Christ, 
the Christian faithful have always 
endeavored to help one another on 
the path leading to the heavenly 
Father through prayer, the exchange 
of spiritual goods and penitential 
expiation. 

“The more they have been 
immersed in the fervor of charity, the 
more they have imitated Christ in his 
sufferings, carrying their crosses in 
expiation for their own sins and those 
of others, certain that they could help 
their brothers to obtain salvation from 
God the Father of mercies. This is the 
very ancient dogma of the Commu- 
nion of Saints.”

Gain indulgences 


and nothing happened!’ 


It is not easy —in fact it is well nigh 
impossible — for us‘humans to think 
in eternal terms and calculate in 
eternal units of time, if there could be 
such a thing. When we are so anxious 
about things, so longing for a change, 
an improvement, even a month can 
seem like forever. 


| REMEMBER HOW my husband 
and |, who have been married more 
than 30 years and survived numerous 
lengthy separations, were amused by 
the anguish of newlyweds who had to 
be apart for four months. “But four 
months is no time at all,” we assured 
them. Itwas rankest heresy, of course, 
and their outraged glances told us so. 


Nothing is forever, except God and 
goodness and love. All else passes. All 
else changes. And eventually, 
inevitably, God’s will is done. 
Eventually He will bring about what 


The concrete expression of this 
teaching has been the granting of 
indulgences: “Indeed the faithful 
when they acquire indulgences 
understand that by their own powers 
they could not remedy the harm they 
have done to themselves and to the 
‘entire community by their sin and 
they are therefore stirred to a salutary 
humility.” 

The Holy Father then reduced all 
indulgences to plenary (which can be 
acquired only once a day) and 
temporary (partial) which may be 
received many times during the day 
and which are applicable to the 
person or to the souls in purgatory. 


_Of paramount importance is that. 
indulgences are no longer attached to 
things but to persons—thus all 
special blessings to rosaries, etc., 
formerly reserved to some religious 
orders were abolished.

must be brought about, one way or 
another. 


We can never be absolutely sure 


that what we have in mind is what He 
has in mind and so we need to learn to 
let go of our prayers once we have 
launched them, so that He can do 
what He must with them. 


“BUT | AM praying for what God 
wills,” the woman insisted. “How 
could He not want my sonsto return to 
the sacraments? How could. He want 
them to go on living the way they are?” 


Sometimes, however earnestly we 
pray, there may be undertones of 
anxiety and self-righteousness which 
effectively block the power of our 
prayer. And then, maybe God will use 
the situation to teach us lessons of 
patience and humility and compas- 
ion. 


Maybe it is we who have to change 
and become more tolerant and 


accepting, more forgiving and 
welcoming, less judgmental or 
Critical! 


MOTHERS WORRY a great deal 
about their children and when they 
seem to lose their faith, it can be 
heartbreaking. Often parents panic a 
little, believing that somehow they are 
to blame and this adds to their 
unhappiness. But God’s own children 
have been very unfaithful and He is 
endlessly faithful to them and 
endlessly patient. 


After all, it is God who is sinned 
against, not us. If He is prepared to 
wait until the time is right, surely we 
can do the same. Important as the 
issue may be to us, it is of infinitely 
more importance to Him. 


When we have prayed a long time 
for something, maybe now it is timeto: 
sit comfortably and fold our hands 
and rest easy, confident that God has 


the matter well in hand.

‘Why work your fingers to the bone? 


Eighteenth Sunday in Ordinary Time; 
August 3, 1980. Ecclesiastes 1:2, 
2:21-23; Colossians 3:1-5, 9-11; Luke 
12: 13-21. 


What in the world is that first 
reading doing as part of Sunday's 
Word? It says that life is an illusion, 
nothingness really, total frustration. 
What good does it do to work your 
fingers tothe bone and build up a 
fortune and then have to leave it to 
some shiftless oaf who never did a 
day's work in his life? 


Bubbles in the air! That’s all that life 
is, our author seems to be saying. One 
‘prick of a pin and poof! it’s all over. 
Don’t bother yourself, the author tells 
us, I’ve tried everything under the sun 
and nothing lasts. There may be a 
moment or two of pleasure, of 
satisfaction, but in the end, it all goes 
“down the drain.” 


TWO CONSIDERATIONS temper 


the harshness of that view. The first is 
that the author lived before Israel had 
been graced with faith in the afterlife. 
Only in later books does she come to 
the conviction of resurrection from 
the dead (Daniel) and of immortality 
(Wisdom). We can be fairly sure that 
our author's realistic probings of the 
true dimensions of this life contribut- 
ed to the later development. 


The second consideration is that he 
offered his reflections outside the 
context of his own faith. This was the 
general practice in Wisdom literature. 
Its purpose was to examine the values 
of secular reality independently of 
God’s covenant love for His people. 


We can be truly grateful to the 
author. He makes us ever more 
conscious of the richness of a life of 
faith, a life that sees the real depths of 
secular reality and recognizes the 
finger of God at work. It is a faith that 
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rejoices in the goodness of things 
because it knows there is an unseen 
dimension to them, an eternal 


dimension, an everlasting beauty 
guaranteed by the presence of the 


Lord. 


QOHELETH (that is the Hebrew title 
of our author) came almost to the 
brink of seeing this. He wrote that God 
“has put the timeless into men’s 
hearts, without their every discover- 
ing...the work which God has done” 
(3:11). He knew there was something 
deeper there, but his faith was not yet 
perfected. 


How perfectly appropriate, then, 
are our two other readings! The 
Gospel’ could almost be a commen- 
tary on the thoughts of Qoheleth. “A 
man may be wealthy,” Jesus says, 
“but his possessions do not guarantee 
him life.” To that Qoheleth would have 
said, “Amen!” 


There follows the story of the rich 
man whom God calls “this very night.” 
His treasure goes to another. “Exactly 
what | said,” we hear Qoheleth 
muttering. But Jesus says that life can 
be rich in another way, in a way that 
not even death can touch. This is life 
with God. 


PAUL SPELLS IT out more clearly. 
“Your life is hidden now with Christ in 
God.” “... put on a new man, one who 
grows in knowledge as he is formed 
anew in the image of his creator.” This 
is the life of faith, alife that recognizes 
a Christ-element in all of reality, a life 
that doesn’t end with death. 


What Qoheleth says, then, makes us 
realize the richness of this faith we 
have. We can see that without that 
faith life does indeed lose its meaning. 
It’s just what Qoheleth said. So we 
should be able to say, “Thanks, 
Qoheleth, we needed that!”

Grupos anticlericales impiden testimonio de obispos

CIUDAD DE MEXICO (NC) — Grupos 
anticlericales no dejaron a los 
Obispos atestiguar ante el Congreso 
en relaci6n a un proyecto de ley para 
legalizar el aborto en México. 


El proyecto. de ley “Maternidad 
Voluntaria”’ es patrocinado por 
representantes comunistas. 


EL DIRECTOR DE la Camara de 
Diputados Luis Farias invit6é a los 
Obispos mexicanos a las audiencias 
por el motivo de que “el proyecto de 
ley tiene amplias implicaciones 
sociales, politicas y religiosas, y 
debemos escuchar por lo tanto a los 
lideres religiosos de todas las 
denominaciones.”
